Mrs. Beattie Explained. 
Crycinnatr, O., Aug. 13.—|Speciat.]—The 
marriage of W. Austin Goodman and Mrs. J. 
H. Beattie in New York City was not a sur- 
prise to their friends, although everything had 
been done to prevent it. W. Austin Goodman 
was a widower and lived m hissuburban man- 
sion on the Grandin road, East Walnut Hills, 
the home of millionaires.

Goodman is close 
to 60 years of age, and for years has been the 
President of the National Lafayette Bank, the 
oldest and wealthiest bank in this 
city.

J. H. Beattie and his wife. Beattie is a well- 
known insurance agent. His wife is a re- 
markably handsome woman. She would at- 
tract attention any place, ana about six 
months ago when Goodman daily drove up in 
his buggy and entered the Beattie home there 
was talk. Beattie soon heard of it and there 
was quite a scens between him and his wife, 
which resulted in a separation. He went to 
St. Paul and Chicago. A few weeks later she 
went to Houston, Tex.; to visit her daughter, 
and while there she instituted proceedings for 
a divorce. Battie allowed the decree to be 
granted by default.

CATTLEMEN WILL NOT STAY OUT. 


‘Those Evicted from the Cherokee Strip Will 


Return as Soon as Possible. 

Porn Creex, I. T., Aug. 13.—{Special.)]— 
The indications are that the soldiers will have 
their hands full for some time to come in 
clearing the cattle out of the strip and pre- 
venting settlers from locating on Indian land 
or territory which has not yet been opened to 
settlement. Many of the boomers camped on 
the Kansas and Uklahoma border, waiting for 
the openmg of the Cherokee strip, say they 
they will enter the public strip as soon as the 
soldiers leave, and to prevent the carrying out 
of any such intentions the government or- 
dered troops en route to Fort Sill to 
stop at Fort Reno to be ready in 
case that such a cohtingency might arise. The 
action of the Towa Indians in abandoning their 
allotments has given cause for more uneasi- 
ness on the part of the government, as it is 
feared there will be a general rush to their 
abandoned lands by boomers in that section, 
and if there should be the tréops will have 
trouble in driving the men out. The cattle 
com thee, Yes el Rock Island Railroad will 
all be shipped out by the middle of next week, 
the company having negroes working night 
and day at all their shipping points in the 
strip loading cattle.

hours at Tracy City tended to increase 
the feeling of uneasiness among the 
Tracy City miners. For several 
days there have been rumors to the 
effect that bad feeling existed among these 
men and that an outbreak was liable to occur 
at any time. This information coming to the 
knowledge of Gov. Buchanan he dispatched 
E. B. Wade, State Superintendent of Prisons, 
to Tracy City, with instructions to make a 
full investigation and report at once. Supt. - 
Wade obeyed the instructions, and the follow- 
ing day telegraphed to Gov. Buchanan that 
everything was quiet and nothing had trans- 
pired to warrant the reports that had been cir- 
culated. 

In the meantime there were reports that the 
miners at Coal Creek ere anxious to have the 
Governor remove the soldiers stationed there, 
and that they were signing a petition asking 
the Governor to act promptly, the assurance 
being given that the departure of the troops- 
would mean a restoration of peace. 
Following this report from the Superintend- 
ent of Prison to the Governor came a letter 
early this morning from E. O. Nathurat, 
Supermtendent of the mines of the Tennessee 
Coal, Iron and Railroad company, to Mr. 
Nathaniel Baxter, Vice-President of the com- 
pany, in which the whole situation was re- 
viewed, the communication concluding with 
the assurance that everything would remain 

orderly. 

A committee on demands was spnolabed at 
a meeting of the miners held at 4 o’clock this 
morning, one hour before the committee 
called upon Mr. Nathurst. They had evi- 
dently thoroughly reviewed the situation and 
made up their minds to act. 

The Miners Demand Equal Hours. 


At 5 o’clock this morning a committee of 
miners awoke Mr. Nathurst and asked hiin 
that the miners be allowed as many hours’ 
work in each week as the convicts, Mr. 
Nathurst replied that he would submit the mat- 
ter to the company and do what he could. 
The committee then left and Mr. Nathurst, 
knowing that a secret oath-bound 
organization had been formed some 
weeks ago for purposes unknown, began to 
suspect trouble. He went to Deputy Warden 
Burton, and together they began to circulate 
among the miners, who were gathering in 
groups, and to try to influence them to keep 
Their efforts were of no avail. 

At 8:30 an organized body of 150 men, 100 
of them armed and 50 apparently unarmed, 
advanced on the stockade. To capture it was 
the work of a minute. Without uudue con- 
fusion, every piece of property belonging to 
the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railway company 
was carefully removed to a safe distance, and 
the convicts who were in the stockade were 
led out under guard. Then the torch was ap- 
plied, and at 9 o’clock the buildings were 
in flames. The miners proceeded to the 
mines, took possession of the convicts, 
marched them to the railruad station, and 
loaded them in cars. Next the telegraph wires 
were cut and a guard was placed over every 
engine in the yards to prevent it from carry- 
ing the news down the mountain. 

Supt. Nathurst wrote a statement of the 
facts and sent 4 runner with it to Monteagie. 
From there it was telegraphed to Mr. Baxter

The Governor went to 
Knoxville and ordered several military com- 
panies to that city. They remained there sev- 
eral days, and the miners at last agreed to 
wait sixty days before taking any further 
action, the Governor having previously stated 
that he would call an extra session of the 
Legislature to consider the question of the 
abrogation of the contravt with the prison 
lessees and the repeal of the law authorizing 
the lease. The Legislature met, but did not 
abrogate the contract or repeal the lease law.

MAY EFFECT THE OTHER MINES. 


General Opinion That There Will Be More 
Bloodshed There, 

Kyoxyrr12, Teun., Aug. 13.—| Special. ]— 
The release of the convicts at Tracy City, it is 
feared, will have a bad effect on the miners 
at Coal Creek and Oliver Springs. Ever since 
the outbreak at Homestead the miners have 
been restless and have been holding numerous 
meetings. The militia at Oliver Springs has 
been removed and the number at Coal Creek 
reduced to 80. With the rumbling of trouble 
followed the Homestead affair, Gen. Ander- 
son in command felt the need of more force. 
He has gradually increased his men until he 
now has about 130. During thelast ten days 
there has been a good deal of firing between 
the miners and the troops, though it has been 
at random and no one has been hurt. The 
leaders of the men realized that something 
must be done or there would be a conflict and 
loss of life, how great no one could tell. 

Reports from Coal Creek and Oliver Springs 
late this afternoon stated that it was not gen- 
erally known here that the convicts had been 
captured at Tracy City. 

When it is generally known it is believed 


here that the militia will fight, as there is 


great hatred between them and the miners. 
The labor unions throughout this sec- 
tion are calling on all laboring men 
to withdraw from the militia. It is 
said that men from Homestead have been 
among the miners during the last week. This 
may and may not be true. The defeat of 
Gov. Buchanan for renomination has led the 
miners to think that he will be lukewarm in 
doing anything to support them with the 
militia. They believe, too, that now is the 
time for them to act in view of the approach- 
ing fall elections. Another reason for this ac- 
tion is that the busy season is coming on and 
they think their chances for makmg a com- 
promise with the operators is better.

Canadian Government to Appeal Aguinst 
Retaliation Because of Tolls. . 
Moran. Que., Aug. 13,—[Special.]—Ap- 
parently after all its blow and bluster the 
Canadian Government now comes down on 
the question of the canal tolls and humbly 
asks the United States Government to let the 
canal question remain open for another year. 
A week ago no rebates were to be allowed on 
the canals at all, but the outburst of indi 
tion from the éntire Canadian trade 
members of the cabinet to think twice. Te 
day an extraordinary meeting of the cabinet | 
was held in this city at the residence of Sir 
John Abbott, premier of Canada. Only one 
minister was absent and the meeting did not 
adjourn till late this evening. Canal tolls was 
the one question talked.over and the lengthy 
session was the best proof that the views of 
the members of the government were far 
apart on this subject. J. A. Chapleau, Minis- 
ter of Customs, who is elected from this pro- 
vince, stood out straight for the 
taking off of all tolls, but the other ministers 
would not agree to this, as it would be truck- 
ling too much to the United States. When the 
meeting finally broke up it was learned, on 
the authority of one of the Cabinet Ministers 
for the statement, that it was finally decided 
to arrive at a decision that would shelve the 
question for another year. The Canadian 
Government will therefore, throngh the Brit- 
ish Minister at Washington, make represen- 
tations to the American Government to the 
effect that large contracts had been en- 
tered into by Canadian and American shippers 
upon the strength of the rebate, and the aboli- 
tion of the rebate at the present time would 
result in severe loss to the trade of both coun- 
tries.

Those most seriously injured were brought 
to the city while those slightly injured were 
sent East, the balance of the train having 
being started on the remainder of its journey 
within an hour from the time the wreck 
occurred, 

No cause can be assigned for the wreck 
unless it be that the trucks of one of the sleep- 
ers becamé broken. A porter in one of the 
cars after being thrown about the interior 


found himself coming through one of the 


windows on the upper side, not having received 
even a scratch,

It is also probable that four or five 
million years hence, all on the earth 
will be leveled. 

Oa the other hand it is probable the canals 
are water, because they are the same color as 
the seas of Mars, because they communicate 
with the seas, and because they change in 
width and even position. Are they for 
that reason full of water? Certainly there is 
nothing to prove it is their vegetation, tender, 
perhaps, so science does not forbid the su p- 
position that the inhabitants of Murs were 
able to change the courses of old rivers with a 
view of making a general distribution of the 
water—already become scarce, but in piaces 
threatening the surface of the continents flat- 
tened by the wear and tear of the ages. 

This is one hypothesis. It is not opposed 
to science.

As we view the world we must ac- 
knowledge that its prizes and honors do not 
point out those whose meritand ability de- 
serve them the most. There is a certain force 
and push of character, valuable in its own 
sphere, which, however, often carries its owner: 
far out of his proper realm, and places him 
in positions for which he has but little fitness, 
There is far too much opportunity given for 
the development of this force, or rather for the 
misdirection of it. Rightly guided it would 
lead each man to strive manfully for that posi- 
tion which he could fill with most real suc} 
cess; but wildly grasping at supposed hon- 
ors, it produces all sorts of confusion and 
failure. The hopes and ambitions that 
are held out 80 freely to youth 
are too material in their nature, 
too closely concerned with the so-called signs 
of progress, too little with real progress itself. 
That every boy may be a President is 
neither true doctrine nor does it offer a safe 
ambition. The restless longing to be some- 
thing which we are not lies at the root of 
much of the iuferior work of the world in 
every department. The child who is con- 
stantly aching to be a man cannot prepare 
for best manhood, youth who

The British lying at the extreme 
west of Europe, should logically keep time of 
the zero meridian, which inte ts Greenwich 
Observatory, while the Russian Empire (in 
Europe, at least) was by its system of cen- 
tral government and state control of rail- 
ways equaily committed to the time of St, 
Petersburg. But Pulkova Observatory lies 
two hours east of Greenwich plus one minute 
and a quarter, and the alteration re- 
quired is so small that it may be said al- 
ready to constitute East European time, two 
hours in advance of Greenwich, or the stand- 
ard time of West Europe. The meridian of 
15° E., running through Norway, Sweden, 
Germany, Austria and Italy, corresponds to 
Central European time, one hourin advance 
of that of Greenwich; and if national preju- 
dices and local inertia were overcome, the 
time of pe would be placed on a simple 
footing by its adoption. the railways of 
Austria-Hungary have used Central European 
time on this system since Oct. 1, 
1891. More than flity towns in the mon- 
archy have since then regulated their clocks 
to correspond, Vienna bemg the only con- 
epicuous exeeption, where local time is used 
for local purposes. Servian time tables have 
been assimilated to those of Central Europe 
and Bulgarian to Eastern Europe; while Tur- 
key, pul two Mg de yields on both sides, 
following Central European time on the Sa- 
lonica railway und Eastern European time on 
the Constantinople line. 

In Sweden railway time has been that of 
Central Europe (15° E.) since 1879, and in

Entombed in the City of New York. 


New York Tribune: In these days how 
many persons remember that two Presidents 
of the United States have been buried within 
the limite of the City of New York? Every 
one knows of President Grant’s tomb at 
Riverside. But how many people can point 
to the spot where the remains of James Mon- 
roe, the fifth President of this country, were 
buried in the metropolis? Go down-town— 
when he diod it was up-town—to Second ave- 
nue, as far as Second street, then turn east 
along Second street, and you come to the 
gates of the New York City Marble Cemetery, 
one of the ancient burying grounds in towa, 
lying on the north side of the street near 
avenue. Itis small, but perfectly kept, and 
the names of many well-knuwn families are 
on the tombstones. Opposes the entrance of 
the cemetery and to t right of the main 
pathway, lying horizontally, on a level with 


‘the short-cut grass, isa small and sunple 


marble slab, about twenty-four inches wide 
and thirty inches long, bearmg the following 
inscription: - 


JAMES MONROE

Underneath this tablet is the vault, which 
belonged to Monrve’s son-in-law, the 
opening of which is in the middle of the ad- 
jacent path. 

The country had been shocked July 4, 1826, 
by the simultaneous death of Thomas Jeffer- 
son and John Adams on that day. On July 4, 
1831, the national holiday was turned into a 
13 of bereavement by the death of James 

onroe. It was a strange coincidence that 
three men who bad received the highest honor 
which the Nation could bestow should bave 
passed away on the anniversary of the 


ration of Independence. 


It is not necessary here to recount the 
achievements of James Monroe. He is now 
best known as the propounder of the Monroe 
Doctrine and the champion of the principle 
that America is for the Americans. After the 
death of his wife, in 1830, he came to this city 
and lived with his son-in-law, Samuel L. 
Gouverneur, at No. 63 Prince street. For 
about a year his health had been failing. To 
his friends and relatives his death was momen- 
tarily ex duri the week ing 
July 4. 1831. At half past 3 o’clock on the 
afternoon of that day, which was Monday, he 
breathed his last. An account of his funeral 
furnishes a fair estimate of what the — was 
at that time. Brooklyn was only a village 
Bleecker street was then what Fifty-seventh 
street is now. An attempt was being made to 
make the east side the center of wealth and 
suciety. But the law of such mattersin mu- 
nicipalities, here as elsewhere, soon trans- 
ferred the social world for the most part to 
the west side of the city. 

The funeral of Monroe took place on the aft- 
ernoon of Thursday, July 7, and was by far 
the largest which had occurred in New York 
up to that time.

The body of President Monroe remained in 
the Marble Cemetery for twenty-seven years. 
In 1858 his remains were disinterred at the re- 
quest of the State of Virginia, and were re- 
moved with appropriate honors, under the 
escort of the Seventh Regiment, to Hollywood 
Cemetery, Richmond, Va., where his body 
now lies.

MAY COMPRUMISE THE IRON HALL SUIT. 


All Indications Are That the Suit Will Be 
Withdrawn and Affairs Quieted. 

Inpranapo.is, Ind., Aug. 13.— Special. |— 
The atturneys for the defense in the Iron 
Hall case asked for a continuation this morn- 
ing, and all the legal minds collected in the 
private room of Judge Taylor. This gave 
rise to the belief in the court-room that an at- 
tempt was made to effect a compromise.

A Committee.Meets Him in Chicago and 
He Is Received with Fervid Delight 
by His Soldiers at Lake Bluff Program 
for Today—Prof. Ellis Converted to the 
Army—Great Religious Fervor Mani- 
fested at Desplaines—Character of Camp 
Meetings Changed. 


It was a red-letter day yesterday at the Sal- 
vation Army encampment at Lake Bluff. 
From the moment Capt. Davis awoke the 


until Lights out was sounded at night the 
entire camp bore an aspect of subdued ex- 
citement.

After supper over 
400 soldiers were soon massed at the depot, 
while a line of pickets extended from the 
depot to the camp ground. As the train

meet him, was standing on the platform, at 
the rear end of one of the cars. On alighting 
he was received by Brigadier Fielding and his 
entire staff, while continual volleys of 
amen were given by the soldiers. The 
Colonel was then esco to camp by the 
entire body of soldiers, while the divisionat 
band and the tambourine and guitar corps 
furnished a triumphal anthem.

Tested the Pneumatic Gun-Carriage. 

New York, Aug. 13.—The first official test of 
the ten-inch disappearing pneumatic gun-car- 
riage has been made at the United States ord- 
nance proving grounds at Sandy Hook. The gun 
1s a breech-loader of high power, is twenty-nine 
feet in length, weighs thirty tons, and fires a pro- 
jectile weighing 575 pounds. The projectile was 
placed on a loading tray, — 4 the turning of a 
small wheel the tray was ra to the breech of 
the gun and the projectile was rammed home b 
a telescopic rammer.

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STREET RAILWAY STOCKS* ME. 
MARKABLE ADVANCES. 


Over Three and One-Half Millions Added 
to the Value of North Chicago, West 
Side, and South Side Securities Con- 
tinuous Upward Movement That Has 
Been Going On for the Last Five Months 
~Another Stock-Watering Scheme 
Thought to Be Behind It All. 9 


The most remarkable week in the history of 
the Chicago Stock Exchange has just closed. 
It is made remarkable by the enormous ad- 
vance which has been made in the price of the 
street railroad stocks. The stocks of the three 
street railway companies have sold up to a 
higher point by long odds than they ever be- 


has been 32% points for North Chicago street 
railway stock alone, or equal to an increase 
in the market value of that company’s capital 
of $1,650,000. West Side stock has advanced 
14% points within the week, an advance equal 
to $1,450,000. South Side stock has increased 
in value $490,000 in the last six days. 

This is onty the latest chapters in a marvel- 
ous advance which has been going on for the 
last five months, The low point of the year 
in these street railway stocks was touched 
March 21. That day West Side stock sold at 
127 and North Side sold at 175. A man might 
have put up his $1,000 margin and bought 100 
shares of North Side stock that day, and by 
selling it out at the closing price yesterday 
have realized $9,750 clear profit. Theadvance 
in City Railway stock has been even greater, 
equaing 105 points, while West Side has gone 
up 80 points. 

In spite of the great opportunities that such 
advances as these have offered, Chicago specu- 
lators have made little money out of the rise. 
In the case of the North Side and West Side 
stock the cream has been entirely taken by the 
Philadelphia men who are interested in this 
city’s street-car securities. Mr. Yerkes has 


the rise. The average local speculator sold out 
his holdings when the advance first started. 
The real investors have in many cases held 


to thgir credit. It is because the speculators 
sold out so early and the investors have held 
on so firmly that the present deal could be 


carried through with such ease. So long as 


no one would offer much stock it was an easy 
matter to put up prices. 

The great question of the day on the Stock 
Exchange is what it all means. No one, ‘of 
course, , pretends that the stocks are worth 
anything like what they are selling for, if 
one's ideas of value are to be gauged by in- 
come.. North Side stock pays 9 per cent and 
at 2724¢ will net the investor only 34% per 
cent. West Side stock pays 7 percent divi- 
dends and yesterday’s closing price will net 
the investor only a fraction over the same per 
cent. b 

Another Stock-Watering Scheme. 
There is, of course, something behind this 
movement further than a desire of capitalists 
to secure a satisfactory investment. The 
Philadelphia crowd has never made its money 
by straight investment. That is not at all in 
its line. It has made it by the issue of new 
securities, It bought the Chicago roads and 


has acquired the surface roads of New York 
and is aboutto consolidate them and iasue 
some $20,000,000 of new securities. It is the 
opinion of those who know them best that 
they have in store for Chicago another gi- 
gantic stock-watering enterprise. The ru- 
mors yesterday were to the effect that the 
North Chicago and West Chicago street rail- 
roads and the Metropolitan Elevated rail road 
are to be consolidated ona basis of 250 for 
West Side stock and 300 for North Side stock. 

There are some things that make those 
rumors improbable. It is natural enough 
that the West Side company should desire to 
secure control of the Metropolitan Elevated. 

re are the same reasons for that that urged 
the City raiiway Compauy to secure contrel of 
the Alley Elevated enterprise, The Metropo! 
itan is in a much stronger position than was 
the Alley Elevated at the time the control of 
that road passed into the hands of the City 
railway, and it will be by no means an easy 
thing for the street railway people to get con- 
trol without paying some enormous profits to 
the projectors. The Metropolitan securities 
have been floated. The people who own them 
in Chicago are not favorable to a consolida- 
tion unless it shall be made upon a basis which 
will insure them great profit. 

The most natural thing that one might per- 
haps expect is a consolidation of the two street 
railway companies, the formation of a new 
company, and the issue of a great batch of 
new securities. Thatis within reason. The 
insiders — — a vast amount of stock at a 
low range of prices. It would look plausible 
that they are now advancing the price to an 
extraordinary figure so as to make a basis for 
the consolidation and the issue of new securi- 
ties which would reap some great profits for 
them. a 

Only Half Their Plan Accomplished. 

So far as it is possible to judge these men 
have as yet sold little, if any, of the great load 
of stock they have accumulated. hatever 
their plan may be they have only accom- 
— half of it yet in acquiring the stock. 

hey have before them the task of devising 
some means of unloading it on the dear pub- 
lie at something like the present 
figures. The advance of the last week 
has been largely helped on by the brokers 
themselves and a few of their daring custom- 
ers. The temptation to buy a stock that was 
advancing ten points aday was a great one, and 
a good many of the brokers have been grab- 
bing off a few thousand dollars’ profits, al- 
though they have no desire to hang on to the 
stock at the present figures. 

A calculation of the market value of the 
street railway securities of Chicago affords 
some astounding totals. The advance in the 
market price of the three street car stocks 
alone, in the last five months; amounts to 
nearly $20,000,000. The market value of the 
stock and bonds of the West Chicago 
Street railroad, today, figures up about 
$38,000,000. The market value of the 
securities of the North Side company is $21,- 
250,000, while City Railway securities foot up 
a total of $33,500,000. Here is a total market 
value of the street railroads of the city of 

2.750.000. This does not represent an actual 
investment of moré than $10,000,000. The 
rest of it is capitalized earning power, cap- 
italized franchises, which the companies have 
got for the asking. There may be added to 
this enormous total the $15,000,000 of stocks 
and bonds which have been issued by the 
Alley Elevated railroad, $80,000,000 of 
Metropolitan Elevated securities, and $10,000,- 
000 of Lake Street Elevated securities, mak- 
ing a total capitalization of Chicago’s urban 
transportation facilities of $147,750,000,

For years his 
neglected tomb has called forth criticism, and 
Ohio has several times started by legislative 
action to give a fitti monument to one of 
its pioneer heroes an — President of 
the United States. Fi years ago, when 
2 were made for the Ohio Centen- 
nial, it was mip to that uo man of Ohio's 
early history deserved more credit and honor 
than Gen. Harrison. Thus it was proposed to

The training-school 
for nurses, however, has at once and for all 
time put an end to the practical training only, 
and now the trained nurse is a mistress of t 
ory, both surgical and medical. This is especial- 
ly true of the City Hospital. The training-school 
at this institution is the largest in the coun- 
try, and its popularity and recognized worth 
is attested to by the 700 applicants for the 
forty vacant places of the last year. Until re- 
sently there were two methods of managing 
the nurses’ training schools: There were cor- 

rative organizations, some of which were 
independent of, but the ater number at- 
tached to, some hospital having wards for the 
sick; and there were fraining schools com- 
bined under one management, generally the 
trustees or Managing Board of the hospital. 

The Boston City Hospital Train School 
is controlled by the trustees of the hospital, 
like all other departments of the hospital 
service. The superintendent of the hospital 
has the general supervision of all matters re 
lating to the n its course of work and 
study, lectures and discipline, The su- 
perintendent of nurses has the immedi- 
ate charge of the nursing in the 
hospital, of all persons amployed in the 
wards, and also the instruction and manage- 
ment of the nurses in the training school. All 
female nurses in the hospital must be con- 
nected with the school. This should for all 
time silence those who speak of the inability 
or want of care among hospital nurses, At 
the present day there is no one, not even the 
regular physician, more alive to the emergen- 
cies and dangers of asituation than the pro- 
fessional or trained nurse. As a well-known

Accordingly, Secretary Smith sent a notice 
to the various rural newspapers ot the district, 
asking the readers to look for big trees, Of 
course, if one should be found of unusual size 
it was requested that the Secretary be notified 
ot it. This circular stated that the commis- 
sion is endeavuring to locate twelve of the 
largest trees in the State, and that up to the 
present time only two notably large ones have 
been found. One of these is a hard maple 
out in Cayuga County that grew until it 
came six feet through, Its lowest limbs were 
forty feet from the ground. That was a

During the * two months pupils are called 
“probationers,” for the remainder of the 
first year junior nurses, and during the second 
year senior nurses. Nurses who remain in 
the hospital after graduation become head 
nurses. 

The nurses of all grades reside in the two 
Nurses’ Homes connected with the hospital. 
These houses afford the most home-like envi- 
ronments, and haye accommodations for 
eighty-eight nurses. 

e first instruction includes the general 
cure of the sick. After this they are taught 
how to act in the various emergencies ur- 
ring in hospitals and private nursing, “and 
there is a systematic course of training in 
cookery for the sick, the proper serving of 
food, ete. After this the best practical method 
of supplying fresh air, of making accurate 
observations of the pulse, temperature, respira- 
tion, and of the mental condition ‘of the pa- 
tients are considered. The administering of 
medicines and the application of external 
remedies are also * ‘aoe This is the proba- 
tionary course. If, after this period, they are 
accepted, they sign an agreement to complete 
the prescribed courses and to conform to all 
the rules. ; ‘ 

The course of training includes instruction 
from manuals and text books, given by the 
Superintendent of Nurses, the Assistant Super- 
intendent of Nurses, and graduate head nurses. 
Lectures and demonstrations, chiefly upon 
practical points, are given by the medical and 
surgical staff of the hospital, while the in- 
struction by the manuals, text books, lect- 
ures, demonstrations, quizzes, and models is 
considerable, the main reliance is upon accu- 
rate daily drill in the wards, operating-rooms, 
and other departments of the hospital. Exam- 
inations, both written and oral, are held from 
time to time by the authorities of the school 
and by the hospital staff, and nurses cannot 
pass to graduation unless attaining, on critical 
marking, at least 70 per cent. 

They are given six months’ training in both 
the medical and surgical wards, and the re- 
maining twelve months are divided amon 
the various special class, operating rooms, an 
other divisions. 7 | | 

Probationers are not paid during their first 
month, but for the remaining months of the 
junior year they receive $10 per month, and 
or the senior year $14 per month, to pay for 
the expenses of their uniforms, personal cloth- 
ing, and minor requirements. This sum is in 
no wise intended as wages, it being considered 
that their education during this time is a full 

uivalent for their services. 

hose who are taken into the service of the 
hospital after graduation receive $20 pe 
month for the first year, which sum is in 
creased $5 per month the second year, with 
further opportunities for promotion. 

According to the last report of the school 
this system of training nurses is now generally 
accepted, with few exceptions is in prac- 
tice in all large hospitals.

The Lendon Police Force. 

The report of the Commissioner of the London 
Metropolitan Police for 1891 shows that the force 
at the end of the year included 31 superintend- 
ents, 787 inspectors, 1,637 sergeants, and 12,583 
constables. making a total of 15,038. The area to 
be covered consists of 688 square miles (or nearly 
as extensive as all Cook unty) and contains 
five millions of people.

The 
work on the new building of the Chicago His- 
torical Society had been fairly begun. 

Inside the old building, which has served 
the uses of the society for sixteen years,

things were in the chaos always incidental to 
house-moving. ‘The society has to vacate it at 
once so thattit can be torn down, and the Sec- 
retary and custodian never really knew how 
many goods and chattels he had on his hands 
until the necessity for finding a temporary 
abiding-place for them arose. 

The new building is to be a handsome 
structure. It will be built of stone, made 
fireproof throughout, and the cost will be 
about $150,000. The promise is that it will be 
ready for occupancy sometime in May vert. 
The desire for this early completion of what 
is intended to be the permanent home of the 
Historical Society grows out of the intefition 
to use the building for the accommodation of 
similar societies during the period of the 
World’s Fair and the expectation that it will 
prove a popular resort for visiturs during that 
same period. It will contain a good-sized 
assembly-room, which can be used to ad- 
vantage for meetings, not only of the society 
but of other organizations which it may 
choose to admit, and the new quarters 
will permit of an advintageous display 
of the mary curiosities of historical or in- 
trinsic interest the sociely sses which 
will make the building u p ace well worth 
seeing. 

Secretary Moses’ Problem. 

Just now. however, the thing which is 
worrying the mind of K Moses of the 
Historical Society is what to do with the 
varied and miscellaneous assortment of books, 
pictures, papers, curiosities, and other things 
which constitute the contents of the old build- 

while the new one is being built. This 
ole building was put up in 1876 and was never 
intended for anything more than a make- 
shift. It cost about $4,000, and the only de- 
sign in its construction was to put up four 
walls witha roof ontop. Since then it has 
been packed full of all sorts of things, 
many of considerable value. It would hardly 
do to compare it with a junk shop, for there is 
some order and arrangement in the disposal 
of its contents, but it presents the appearance 
of a junk shop, and Secretary Moses can well 
be excused for looking with something like 
alarm at the talk of removing all the goods in 
his charge to a temporary home, to be 
moved agaiu when the new building is 
done. It would seem, some friends of the 
society say, that it would have been a better 


‘plan to have put up the new building in sec- 


tions, removed the belongings of the society 
into the first part completed, and then torn 
down the old building and finished the 
new structure. But that is not the plan 
adopted. The scheme is to build the new 
edifice all at once; so the old structure has to 

1 the foundations for the new one are 

aid. 

To Be Stored in a Warehouse. 

To meet this emergency a room im a ware- 
house on Clark street has been hired and there 
the valuables of the society will be stored 
until next summer. Secretary Moses intends 
to start on his task of house moving this week 
and in a few days that room in the warehouse 
will be filled with books, of which the society 
possesses 20,000 volumes; files of newspapers, 
which go back to the earliest period of print- 
ing in Illinois; portraits of leading residents, 
many of them valuable paintings; relics of In- 
dians and mound-builders; curiosities of the 
days of Joliet and La Salle, and countless 
odds and ends which go to make up the treas- 
ures of the organization. There these articles 
will remain hidden from view until the new 
buildiug is finished. 

The rer 9 recompense for the trouble and 
risk of this double moving is that when the 
new home for all these belongings is finaliy 
ready it will afford ample space for their ad- 
vantageous display and make a safe house for 
them. The intention is to finish the basement 
so that it will be impervious to dampness and 
there arrange the newspaper tiles, directories 
of Chicago and. other cities, and other 
matter of a similar character, 80 
as to make a safe and easily 
accessible reference library for the use o! 
those in search of the information it contains. 
Another room will be finished off as a mu- 
seum and there all the relics and curiosities 
will be stored. Still another will be used as a 
portrait gallery and in it the pictures will be 
hung and the engravings stored. Then there 
will be a room for the library proper, where 
the books and manuscripts will be kept, and 
other arrangements will be made in kind, so 
that when the society is finally settled it will 
have a house to be proud of and to which it 
can gladly invite its friends.

Man's Inherent Right to Labor.

REPLY. 

1. On a tugboat on the Chicago River, where 
he can revenge himself on those who refused to 
let him labor on land by pouring out clouds of 
smoke to blind and blacken them. 

2. Who is this individual who warits to find 
land upon which to apply his labor, and who can- 
not do so? Whois this man who can find no one 
to hire him? He ought to be named in order that 
his special case may be looked into because possi- 
bly it is by reason of some fault of his own that he 
is in such a luckless condition, If heisa drunk- 
ard he has no right to complain that no one will 
hire him. If he isa lazy, shiftless fellow what 
use would his free access to the land be to 
himor to the community? Every paper in the 
country has its advertisements of land offered for 
sale or for rent, for sums varying from a few dol- 
lars an acre upwards, according to location. 
Whoever has any money can get some land if be 
wants to. Whoever is fit to work, and chooses to 
work for the wages offered, can get employment 
if he wants to. Who are those who cannot? In 
stead of the correspondent assuming there are 
such he ought to give the names of the sufferers. 

3. Speaking broadly such labor is done upon 
land, or rather in a building standing on the 
earth or onthe public streets which nobody has 
a right to own orobstruct. So too is poetry-writ- 
ing, .doctoring, speech-making, writing absurd 
letters, etc., performed in buildings resting on the 
ground or in the open air in public street, com- 
mon, or park. : 

4. That is, if one man has an ax and another 
has not, and the latter, wishing to cut down a 
tree, pays the former something for the use of 
the tool, the principle of equity has been violat- 
ed! This is sweet doctrine, dear to the hearts of 
Anarchists. Mr. George wants everybody to have 
free access to other people’s land. Following in 
his wake are the Socialists, who demand that the 
State take possession ofthe factories and their 
machinery and every man’s farm without com- 
pensation and compel everybody to work there 
without wages. The Anarchists bring up the rear 
of the procession, asserting that property in any 
and ali forms is robbery, and all laws must be 
abolished by force and violence which protect its 
owners in such possession. The true principle is, 
that all men have an equal right to acquire prop- 
erty. Ifone man owing to his superior mental 
gifts, mechanical skill or farming skill, acquires 
it, while another does not, the only being to find 
fault with is the Creator of all things, who 
might have made men equally‘weak, or stupid, or 
lazy, or intemperate, or prodigal, or profligate, 
but who did not. 

5. If by “equal right to the use of the earth“ 
the correspondent means the right of any man to 
squat on any other man’s piece of land that 
pleases his fancy, and proceed to occupy it with- 
out compensation to the owner, the answer is. 
that there is no such right recognized by law or 
usage or morals in this country. » 

Finally, putting theories on one side and com- 
ing down to facts, what is the use of this non- 
sensical Georgeite talk which has spent its force, 
having lost the charm of novelty? There are in 
this country over ten million adult men who hold 
title deeds to real estate which they have bought 
or inherited and which they expect to leave to 
their wives and children or its value if they seil 
it. There is no monopoly in land in this country. 
Fully a million sales of real estate are made every 
year in the United States, showing that multi- 
tudes of men are desirous of selling their town 
lots or farms and putting the value thereof into 
some other investment. Those who own land are 
not land-grabbers, but purchasers for a good con- 
sideration at the time, under the protection of 
the laws ofthis country: or inheritors of land 
from previous buyers of it. They are guaranteed 
the peaceful possession of their property by Fed- 
eral and State Constitutions and statutes, which 

evlare also, that if it is taken from them under 
the right of eminent domain,” they shall re- 
ceive just compensation. The title to most of the 
land in private ownership in this country came 
from the General Government—that is, from the 
American people, collectively, and if after the lat- 
ter had sold the land and got what they asked for 
it, they were to confiscate the land from the pur- 
chasers or their heirs or assigns they would act 
like robbers. Public sentiment, which is more 
powerful than constitutions or laws, looks on the 
theories of the Georgeites with the same good- 
natured indifference that it does on the moon- 
shine dreams of Bellamyites or the speculations 
on the manners and customs of the hypothetical 
inhabitants of Mars. But if the Georgeites 
were to attempt to put their wild 
theories in practice the community

A Letter on Smoke Prevention. 


A Chicago real-estate man who gained a 
practical knowledge of engineering and smoke 
prevention as manager of woolen mills in Ap- 
pleton, Wis., write to Tun Trisuys as follows: 

I have noted with interest the systematic and 
intelligent attacks you are making on the smoke 
factories around this city. It has always seemed 
strange to me that men of marked intelligence 
who watch the outgoing of every cent and see 
that they get its value should allow so much 
money to go pouring out of their chimneys con- 
tinually, with no heed of its cost to themselves or 
the damage it is doing to theirown and adjoining 
property. An intelligent man can tell you that 
they use three pounds of coal which goes to 
blacken their property and shuts out the sunlight 
to one pound that runs thelr machinery. The old 
theory that any man who can shovel coal is good 
enough for a fireman is the general idea, while 
the real fact of the case is that it takes almost as 
intelligent a man to property fire a large boiler as 
for any other purpose. see a great deal wriiten 
about smoke — It seems to me that this 
is commencing at the wrong end of the business. 
When we see smoke issuing from an ill-adjusted 
common lamp we also find the flame itseif dull 
and murky, and the heat and light diminished 
in quantity. We do not attempt to burn the 
smoke produced by this lamp, Again, when we 
see a well-adjusted Argand lamp without produc- 
ing any smoke we note that the flame is white and 
clear and the quantity of heat and light is largely 
increased, In this case we do not say the lamp 
burns its smoke. but that it burns without the 
smoke. This is the fact, and it remains to be 
shown why the same language may not be applied 
to the combustion of coal in the fdraace as in the 
lamp. Every one who has studied the subject 
knows that the principal difficulty in getting 
proper combustion in our furnaces lies in the fact 
that we do not have sufficient air introduced at 
the right place in the furnace, 

It is not my wish or desire in this letter to give 
the various means which long experience in firing 
and study of this subject have proven to be the 
best for the proper consumption of fuel, but 
simply to refer your readers to one of many works 
which will give them the necessary information. 
In 1882 I was interested ina-factory that con- 
sumed a number of tons of coal a day. I was not 
only annoyed at the amount of smoke produced, 
but also at the cost of its production, and made 
quite a yg * this question of proper con- 
sumption of fuel.\ The most valuable work I 
found in that li ras one published in 1879 by D. 
K. Clark, CVE. This little book gives a thorough 
exposition of the various methods of proper coal- 
ing and consumption of fuel under a boiler, and, 
if a small fraction of money paid for tines was ex- 
pended for copies of this book, which could be in- 
telligently read by operators of the various smoke 
producers of this city, I feel sure that it would 
not be long before a great change would take 
place. Congratulations are due THe TRIBUNE on 
the thorough and persistent manner in which it is 
following up this auisance, and I trust my 
suggestion as above may be of some value. 

Appleton Mills’ Device, 

The device used in the 2 are mills is 
quite simple and might be of service in ordi- 
nary boiler settings. A number of iron gas- 
pipes are placed above the furnace doors ex- 
tending back into the body of the furnace to 
a point not far from the bridge wall. These 
lengths of iron pipe open out into the front 
of the furnace and supply a current of air to 
the fire by the natural draft caused by the un- 
even heating of the pipe. As long as the part 
of the pipe next to the fire is kept warm and 
the 1 next to the furnace door cold the 
draft through is free and the air is furnished 
to the fire at exactly the right point and is 
heated in transit, so that its introduction does 
not tend to cool off the boilers. The 
ends of the gas- pipes next to 
the fire could be protected with asbestos, but 
it is claimed that the pipes are never known 
to burn out. By this means the ends reached 
by the use of steam-jets are gained, without 
the noise or annoyance of the jets, and without 
the danger of damage to boilers when the 
steam jets are not fitted up properly. 

The authorities of New Orleans are becom- 
ing interested, to a certain extent, in the 
smoke prevention question, and the news- 
papers of that city are taking up the 
agitation here in Chicago and commenting 
on it at some length. Inquiries are being 
received by local manufacturers of smoke pre- 
venting devices from outside cities, asking for 
information and expressing satisfaction with 
the enthusiasm displayed in Chicago in the 
crusade against the smoke nuisance. It is 
easy to see that public interest in outside 
cities is becoming aroused to the smoke 
nuisance question, especially in cities which 
are becoming objective points to manufactur- 
ing industries. It is claimed, on the part of 
New Orleans, that the amount of smoke made 
has been inconsiderable until recently, when 
a number of large factories have been erected, 
which are careless in their methods of firing 
and use of fuel.

Euer since the landing of the Pilgrim 
' Fathers the American Indian and what to 
do with him” has been a subject under re- 
peated consideration and discussion, and it is 
one that is still open for debate. But the 
chief object and aim in the past seems | 
to have been to get rid of him and to take 
possession of his great domain; and upon this 
point the whites, with rare exceptions, have 
agreed with a unanimity that is all but 
startling. | ä 
Like the father who sent his son out into the 
world to carve his own way, admonishing him 
to “get money! get it honestly, if possible, 
but get it!“ the pale faces have been contin- 
ually crowding the Indian away from his res- 
ervations—honestly,-a portion of the time, 

but crowding, right or wrong, all the time. 
After having been crowded away from the 
Atlantic coast to the western shores of the 
Mississippi the red man was given to under- 
stand that he might occupy the Great Amer- 
ican Desert in comparative peace so far as 
the whites were concertied, as they looked 
upon that section of America as a useless blot 
upon the map of this country, unproductive 
and altogether undesirable asa white man’s 
abiding place. The Indian, however. found 
his new home abounding in game and afford- 
ing him a congenial climate, and, above all, 
he had ample room in which to turn round 
with ease and comfort. Here he enjoyed 
peace and plenty formany moons, surrounded 
as he was with all that is calculated to make 
an Indian happy and contented, being in pos- 
session of a hunting ground that extended to 

the Pacific slope. 

For years the Indian Territory was held to 
be the Indian’s castle—is own particular and 
exclusive vine and fig tree—beyond the portals 
of which no white man dared to venture with-

April of that year seventeen braves, represent- 
ing Kiowa, Comanche, Cheyenne, and 
Arapahoe tribes, who had been held by the 
government as ex-prisoners of war at St. Au- 
guatine, Fla., since the revolt of their tribes 
in 1875, were admitted, these being the first 
Indians in the United States to enter a strict- 
ly first-class boarding school. These ex-pris- 
oners of war were not reinforced by others of 


rie Fore and nine girls from Dakota were 
admi . And in January, 1880, the number 
of Indian boys and girls at Hampton was 103 
only. However, this institute, as stated be- 
fore, was not, and is not now, an exclusively 
Indian school, and is supported in part only 
by the government. 

But experiment of educating the Indian 
had proven eminently satisfactory to the In- 
terior Department, and in 1879 a training 
school for Indian youth was established at 
Carlisle, Pa., which was opened the Ist of 
November of that year, with an enrollment of 
147 students, which number had increased to 
239 in September, 1880. The Carlisle Institute 
is now the largest and most important of its 
kind in the United States, with an enrollment

ings might burn down before scholars could 
be gathered to put in them. But in 1881 this 
school was filled to one more than the maxi- 
mum then allowed—forty-eight boys and 
twenty-eight girls. And m 1891 the enroll- 
ment had increased to 228, or twenty-eight 
more than its maximum capacity. 

The results of the Carlisie ana Forest Grove 
training schools were of such a highly satis- 
factory nature to the government thatin 1884, 
only six years after the first experiment made 
at Hampton, three new training schoois were 
put in operat: on at Genoa, Neb.; Chilocco, 
I. T., and Lawrence, Kas., which were opened 
respectively in January, February, and Sep- 
tember. And in October, 1885, tne agency 
school at Fort Stevenson, Dak., was trans- 
formed into an Indian training school, the 
buildings and land of the Fort Stevenson mili- 
tary reservation having been previously trans- 
ferred by the War Department to the Depart- 
ment of the Interior. 

In 1886 the mission school at Albuguerque, 
N. M., became a training school, as did also 
the reservation school at Grand Junction, 
Colo. ; and in 1890 similar schools were opened 
at Carson, Nev., Santa Fé, N. M., and at 
Fort Mohave, Ari.; while in 1891 those at 
Pierre, S. D., and at Phoenix, Ari., were put 
in operation. , ; 

Thus, iv less than fifteen years the govern- 
ment has established twelve industrial train- 
ing schools for the education of Indian youth 
exclusively, and there are now five others in 
progress with a total cupacity of 525. 

That the importance; if not necessity, of 
educating the Indians has grown in the public 
mind year after year is shown by the increas- 
ing appropriations made for this purpose by 
Congress annually since 1877, when the experi- 
ment at Hampton was proposed. The growth 
of these appropriations is shown in the fol- 
lowing table:

It will be seen, therefore, that the Haskell 
Institute at Lawrence, Kas., ranks second in 
importance of all the Indian schools in Amer- 
ien. and it is more than likely that it will ad- 
vance to first place within a very few years. 
Its location makes it easy of access to the 
large Indian population ofthe Indian Terri- 
‘tory and the West, and the youth that attend 
school here are brought under the benign in- 
fluence of the highest civilization, for which 
the historic City of Lawrence is much famed. 

When Congress, in 1882, passed au act to 
8 additional industrial training- schools 

or Indian youths and authorizing the use of 
unoccupied military barracks for such pur- 
poses, the Hon. Dudley C. Haskell was a 
member of the Lower House, representing the 
Second Kansas District, bei Chairman of 
the Committee on Indian Affairs. He had 
long regarded education as the practical soiu. 
tion of the Indian problem, and because of 
his constant devotion to the cause of human-

training school for Indian youth.“ Naturally 
enough he chose his home town, and work on 
the buildings was soon commenced, under 
difficulties, it is true, but that fact was only 
in keeping with the Kansas motto: Ad astra 

r aspera. But the untimely death of Mr. 

askell, which occurred Dec. 16, 1883, while 
he was yet a member of Congress. prevented 
him from witnessing the erection of that mag. 
nificent temple of learning which bears his 
name, and which stands as aspicndid monu- 
ment to his untiring labors in behalf of Indian 
education. . 

The first pupils to enter Haskell, when it 
was opened in September, 1884, were twelve 
Ponca boys, fresh from their reservation, and 
two young braves who had been at work 
around the institute before its completion. 
It was an unpretentious and somewhat un- 
promising beginning, but it was a start in the 
right direction—the sowing of go d. seed from 
which a bountiful harvest is being stored an- 
nually. The iaostitute at that time consisted 
of two dormitories and a svhool-house that 
had been erected at a cost of $50,000, appro- 
priated by Congress two years before. A farm 
of acres of as good land as can be found 
out-doors had been given the institute through 
the munificence of citizens of Lawrence 
and vicinity. This farm has been increased 
until it uow contains 650 acres, and about 
thirty buildings, most of which are of large 
size, go to make up Haskell Institute proper. 
In fact, when viewed from a short distance 
these buildings present the appearance of a 
thrifty village. Thefarm is now stocked with 
100 head of cattle, an equal number of swine, 
and seventeen horses and mules, chickens 
almost without number, to say nothing of 
agricultural implements, etc. All of the hay 
consumed is produced on this farm, besides a 
large amount of fruit and vegetables. There 
are several fruit-bearing orchards: containing 
apple, peach, pear, cherry, and plum trees, to 
the number of 1,200 or more, besides a great 
variety of small fruits, such as strawberries, 
black berries, raspberries, etc. . 


At least forty acres of land are made use of | 


for the buildings and playgrounds. There are 
three campuses—one each for the large boys, 
the small boys, and the girls. For the Indian 
youth must have his hours for play as well as 
work, and the avera small boy of Indian 
extraction is molded much after the fashion 
of Young America.

The amount appropriated by Congress for 
Haskell Institute, for the present fiscal year. 
is $100,000. This includes money for

TO PROTECT THE INNOCENT ACTOR. 


Plans Proposed to Save Him from the Ir- 
responsible Manager. 

The bill which was recently introduced in 
the New York General Assembly providing 
for the protection of actors against unscrupu- 
lous theatrical managers will probably never 
find a place on the statute books of the State, 
although the discussion which it has called 
forth cannot but be productive of good. The 
ciass of men whom the law aims to protest, 
are the ones who 1 court the disaster 
which so frequen overtakes them. Few 
actors take the e or think it worth 
while to inquire into the financial standing of 
managers before they make contracts with 
them, and the managers, knowing the credu- 
lousness of the average actor, do not hesi- 
tate to hire him on the strength of what may 
come out of the venture which is about to be 
undertaken. 

The discussions of the new law have served 
to bring out many plans that would be far 
more effective than a dead-letter law, One 
actor proposes that all the leading dramatic 
agencies in the , big cities keep bulletin boards, 
pees which s be posted the names of 

anagers who have swindled their companies.

is to ascertain the financial standing of firms 
doing a commercial business. In a way, a list 
of managers could operate similar to the com- 
mercial agency, and an actor that signed with 
an irresponsible manager would have only 
himself to thank for any losses he might suf.

IN THE COURTS OF EUROPE. 


Behind the Scenes with the Nobility of the 
Old World. 

Marquise de Fontenoy in Philadelphia Press: 
A few weeks ago, in referring to the sale of 
the valuable collection of tapestries, pictures, 
and artistic bric a-brac. belonging to the late 
Countess d' von, I mentioned the fact that 
the old lady was not only an illegitimate sis- 
ter of Queen Victoria, having been the 
natura! daughter of the Duke of Kent, but 
that she had also acted for many years as 
the Sultana of Queen Victoria's uncle 
and guardian, the late King Leopold 
of Belgium. I likewise alluded to the fact 
that she had borne the said King a daughter, 
named Frederika, on the strength of which 
she had been able to secure a very large sum 
of money 2 ot provision for herself and 
ber child. opold was convinced that the 
child was his, and Mme. d’Yvon, who at the 
time bore the name of Mrs. Smith, made no 
secret of her little girl’s exalted parentage. 

The romantic circumstances in connection 
with Mime. d’Yvon’s life have been laid 
bare once more to the public during the last 
few weeks in the course of a lawsuit brought 
by the daughter against a M. de Grandchamp, 
the legatee of her mother’s fortune, in order 
to obtain at least a portion thereof. The 
name which the daughter now bears is Mme. 
de Tregomain, and she bases her demand 
upon the clause in the French law which 
22 parents from disinheriting their chil- 

ren. 

Karly in the 50s, when the Comtesse d’ Yvon 
or Mrs. Smith as she then was, was induced 
by the royal family of Belgium to migrate 
from Brussels to Paris with her daughter, the 
latter fell in love with a penniless Breton no- 
bleman, M. de Tregomain. As Mme. d’Yvon 


* 


| wished to force Frederika to marry somebody 


else, the girl esvaped trom her mother’s house 
and sought refuge in the convent of Picpus, 
described in Victor Hugo’s novel, Les Mis- 
erables. There she awaited her majority, 
and after making the three statutory demands 
for her mother’s consent to the match she 
married M. de Tregomain. 

Fifteen years later M. dé Tregomain was 
killed in the Franco-German war, at the battle 
of Mans, and his widow was left in great pov- 
erty and distress. She implored in vain the 
assistance of her mother, who had in the in- 
terval married M. d’Yvon. Finding it im- 
possible by her entreaties to obtain even a 
small annuity, she brought an action against 
her mother to compel her to provide her with 
the means of subsistence which parents, if 
they have the means, are bound by French 
law to do for their indigent children. 

It was during these proceedings that the 
Comtesse d’¥Yyon was moved by her animosity 
towards her daughter to make the extraor- 
dinary affirmation that Frederika was not her 
own daughter. She related that in 1834 she 
was very anxious to have a child, and, being 
convinced that she could never become a 
mother, she had applied to a workhouse in 
Sussex, where she found an orphan girl 5 
months old. She had adopted her, and 
from that moment had given out to 
the world that the child in question was 
her daughter and that of King Leopold. 

Mme. @’Yvon even had the extraordinary 
impudence to secure medical testimony des- 
tined to support her allegation that she had 


never given birth to a child. She would, she 


declared, never have divuiged the secret had 
it not been for the gross ingratitude of the 
foundling whom she had passed off.to the 
world and to the King as her daughter. In 
opposition to this me. de Tregomain 
invoked the evidence of a couple of 
doctors, the one an Englishman and the 
other a Belgian, who had attended her mother 
both prior, during ana subsequent to her con- 
finement. ° 

In addition to this, Mme. de Tregomain 
reminded the court that at the moment when 
she fell in love with M. de Tregomain her 
mother, far from denying her maternity, had, 
on the contrary, availed herself of her ma- 
ternal authority to the utmost to prevent her 
from marrying. 

After three years of litigation the Supreme 
Court of France solemnly proclaimed that 
Mme. de Tregomain was the daughter of 
Mme. d' von, a decision which probably 
saved the latter from a criminal prosecution 
for conspiracy on the part of the Belgian royal 
family. Notwithstanding this judgment Mime. 
d' von continued to protest, and when 
she died, at the end of last year, it was 
found that she had refused to recognize her 
daughter and had left the whole of her 
immense fortune to her friend, M. de 
Grandchamp. It is this wiil which the Paris 
tribunals have just annulled. 

M. de Grandchamp tried to resuscitate the 
old lawsuits, and to show once more that 
Mme. de Tregemain was only the agopted 
daughter of Mme. d' von. . 

But the tribunal ruled that the filiation had 
been legally established and that. therefore, 
M. de Grandchamp could not enter into pos- 
session oi any portion of the fortune left by 
Mme. @’¥von until her daughter, the il- 
legitimate sister of the present King of the 
Belgians, had received the share of that fort- 
une to which she is entitled by French law. 


Her Hat Was Removed.

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NOJOY IN NEW JERSEY | 


THE INHABITANTS DISTRACTED 
B THE MOSQUITO. 


The Pest Seems to Love That Shore More 
than All Others—Prizes Offered to Any- 
body Who Will Propose a Plan by 
Which the Insect Can Be Silenced For- 
ever—The Dragon Fly Also Haunts the 
Resorts, and Its Life Is Sought. 


Washington Post writes: 

Cannot something be done to destroy 
these horrible mosquitoes? Were it not for 
them the Jersey shore at this season of the 
year would be indeed a paradise. I am as- 
sured that they are troubiesome only when 
the breeze brings them from. the inland 
marshes. Certainly the wind seems often to 
come from that quarter, but my own belief is 


away. : 

Yesterday afternoon there was a brisk sea 
breeze and I took advantage of the absence 
of mosquitoes to indulge in a stroll to the 
southward of the town. What was my as- 
tonishment, on extending my walk a little 
way inland, to find the coarse grass filled with 
fierce and pestiferous hordes, while on the lee 


side of the sand hills the limbs of stunted 


trees and other objects which afforded a hold 
for clinging were actually swarming with muil- 
ions on millions of them. 

lt was near evening and the sea breeze fell, 
as it is apt to do about sunset. Scarcely had 
it lulled when dense columns of mosquitoes 
rose upon audibly whirring wings from grass 
and other shelters and moved in the direction 
of the town. I can state from my own expe- 
rience of a few hours later that they got there. 
This “‘land breeze” notion is a palpable de- 
lusion. The fact is that mosquitves can- 
not stay in the air when the wind blows 
strongly from any direction, and inasmuch as 
the sea breeze is usually vigorous they lie low 
while it prevails. 

All the same they are never far away. When 
the wind is blowmg off the ocean and all is 
peaceful on the Jersey shore their myriad 
hosts are simply lying in wait, ready to de- 
scend upon the hapless summer visitors who 
come hither for rest and recreation. At night, 
when the. breeze fails, they make human 
existence a torture with their infernal 
serenades, exacting a price in blood for their 
uninvited music. For my ‘own part I have 
never believed in the storied Fallinipper, 
which is alleged to make its nocturnal flight 
with a briek under its wi for sharpen ing its 
beak. Nor is there any faith to be had in the 
existence of the so-called “ twin-screw 
mosquito,” with a billat each end. However, 
the culicid of reality is horrible enough. 


Prize for a Mosquito Killer. 


It is not long since a philanthropic gentle- 
man, Dr. Robert H. Lam born, offered a prize 
of 8150 for the best suggestions as to how to 
rear dragon flies artificially for the purpose of 
destroying mosquitoes. Everybody knows 
that dragon flies are great enemies of mos- 

uitoes. One may often see them flying 
through the air and making swift grabs this 
way and that, every grab meaning the death 
to a mosquito. A scientific friend of mine at 
Washington told me that he had on one occa- 
sion swept up nearly a bushel of mosquito 
corpses from windows in the sand on the lee 
side of a small stagnant pond om Cape Cod. 
The stagnant water produced great numbers 
both of mosquitoes and dragon flies, and the 
latter hung in the wind and captured the mos- 
quitoes whenever they rose, sucking the juices 
from their bodies and throwing their victims 
away. 
Ioan believe even so tall“ a mosquito 
story as that, because I have seen mosquitoes 
myself in numbers to which the plague of 
the Jersey shore is as nothing. It certainly 
did seem a very plausible suggestion that 
mosauito-breeding waters might be stocked 
with artificially raised dragon fly larvz, with 
results very destructive to the objection- 
able culicids. Nowadays entomologists are 
doing a great deal of work in the line of prop- 
agating harmless insects to prey upon 
hostile ones. Why should not the same 
methods be applied to this most numerous 
and widely-distributed of all wmged foes of 
mankind, the house fly alone excepted? Un- 
fortunately, there seem to be important diffi- 
culties in the way, not the least of which is 
that the dragon fly requires nearly a year for 
its development, while mosquitoes will produce 
hundreds of generations in a sum mer. 

The Dragon Fly’s Metamorphosis, 

The larve of the dragon flies are very ugly 
and fierce-looking worms. You can obtain 
some for examination by going to any stag- 
nant pool and raking from its bottom a small 
quantity of slimy weeds and mud, in which 
the creatures will usually be found crawling. 
They would be of no use at this stage of tneir 
being for destroying the larve of mosquitoes, 
because they prefer other things to eat and are 

articularly fond of gobbling one another. 

his latter trait would render it exceedingly 
difficult to breed them by artifice. It is a 
wonderful thing to behold one of these hor- 
rid-looking things in the act of being meta- 
morphosed. When time comes for it to 
undergo that process it climbs up on a dry 
stalk out of the water, its back splits open, 
ana out steps a beautiful winged creature, 
with gauzy wings and brilliant hues, for all 
the world like a transformed prince in the 
Arabian Nights under the wand ofa beaefi- 
cent fairy. | 

Another trouble with dragon flies as mos- 
quito catchers is that it would not be possible 
to domesticate them. They would not stay 
in the house and capture the game, but would 
tly away as soon as they*were set at liberty to 
the nearest marsh or pond. Then again, they 
do not fly at night, when the mosquitoes are 
most fond of going abroad, so that the 
nocturnal depredations of the latter would 
not be interfered with by them. But the 
main point against the project suggested is 
found in the fact that the mosquitoes breed 
everywhere, each little puddle of stagnant 
water contributing to ‘their countless hosts. 
The only practicable method for their gen- 
eral destruction suggested by any of the con- 
testants for Dr. Lamborn’s prize was to drain 
all the meadows and swamps, fill up the stag- 
nant Is and level rain-holding hollows 
near dwellings. Even such 
hardly be successfully carried out on a com- 
prehensive scale over the sandy plain and bogs 
of New Jersey, slightly eleva as they are 
above the level of the sea. 

Mosquitoes as Trout Killers. 

Thus it is to be feared that the Jersey shore 
will always be a favorite haunt of these abom- 
inable insects. Nostory that I know is so 
vividly illustrative of their ferocity as one 
that is told in a publication of the United 
States Fish Commission by C. H. Murray, 
who speaks of having seen mosquitoes in the 
act of sucking out the brains of numbers 
of baby trout as they came to the 
surface of astream. Something may be done 
in some localities, perhaps. by sprinkling the 
waters with petroleum. The thinnest film of 
oil is fatal to the mosquito larva, and a single 
drop will spread over quite a large space. It 
is said $8 worth of crude oil will cover 100 
acres of water surface five times in a season, 
thus absolutely preventing the propagation of 
mosquitoes from that area. The mosquito has 
been suspected of being the agent by which 
yellow fever and certain other diseases are 
spread, and the charge has not yet been dis- 
proved.

being also Secretary of the State committee, has 
devoted his talents to weeding out Democrats, 
however competent, from the city departments, 
and putting in Republicans for no other reason 
than recommendatiogp by this or that Republican 


| politician. 
The answer to this fit of pharisaical hys- 


terics runs thus: When Mr. Roche came into 
office, nearly five and a half years ago, 95 per 
cent of the city employés were Democrats 
and hardly 5 per cent Republicans. Some of 
the latter were decoy ducks, to lure Repub- 
licans to Mr. Harrison.

grip on the city by the judicious distribution 
of patronage, so that we cannot be driven out 
of power. Wedid make some professions of 
our intention to give the city a good and 
economic government. But that amounts to 
nothing. It wasonly a preélection promise 
made to be broken. 

That was in effect the way the unabashed 
organ talked two years ago. At this time, its 
party being out, it is talk mg economy and vir- 
tue. What are the facts? Mayor Washburne, 
having other matters to attend to, has di- 
rected one of his subordinates to go through 
the pay rolls and strike off the supernume- 
raries. It is natural for the head of a 
department to have more men foisted on him 
by Aldermanic influence than he really needs, 
Mayor Washburne’s inspector has been stead- 
ily at work saving money by accepting the 
resignations of unnecessary employés. Most 
of those dropped have been Cregier bums, 
who were an injury to the service. Though 
Mr. Washburne has been in office about a year 
and a half, 70 to 75 per cent of all the em- 
ployés on the city pay rolis are still Democrats.

EXPORTS OF A YEAR. 

It has previously been stated that the $1,015,- 
782,011 (over a billion), which measures the 
value of our exports for the twelve months 
ending with last June, exceeded the total for 
the year preceding by about 164¢ per cent. 
The following figures showing the compara- 
tive movement for the two years, as well as 
the actual, will de of interest:

It appeats from the statement that he food 
necessities of Europe were the only cause for 
the rolling up of the enormous total of more 
than a billion dollars worth of exports for 
the fiscal year recently closed. As we are not 
likely to export nearly as much of foodstuffs 
during the next twelve months it will be nec- 
essary to expand in other directions unless the 
ensuing statistical total shows a large decrease 
from that for 1891-’92. But it is not fair to ex- 
pect that such a phenomenal gain as 160% per 
cent can be long repeated in the record of 
each year over that of its immediate prede- 
cessor. 
THE LAST TRICK OF THE TUGMEN. 

For many years the tugmen have been pro- 
fessing their readiness to do away with the 
smoke nuisance caused by their craft if they 
could only find any economic way of accom- 
plishing it. Whenever the city authorities 
pushed them, which they did occasionally in a 
vague, milk-and-watery way, for their awful nui- 
sance, the tugmen would say that they could 
“do nothmg at that moment, for they were 
“too busy towing vessels, but that as soon as 
the navigation season was over they would 
“get to work and solve the problem.“ When 
spring came it turned out always that they 
had done nothing except to put more tugs in 
service, thus adding to the infernal nuisance. 

This year the tugmen were pleaded with and 
they resorted at once to their old chestnut 
device of promises and procrastination, hop- 
ing to carry the matter over to another 
season, when the city officials would probably 
be too engrossed in the World’s Fair to 
pay any attention to their nuisance-making. 
Becoming convinced within a few days that it 
was the intention of the authorities, or of the 
Society for the Prevention of the Smoke 
Nuisance, to move on their works in ear- 
nest, they have rushed into court with a bill 
for an injunction to prevent the city from in- 
terfering with their intolerable habit of pour- 
ing forth floods of svot and sulphur fumes into 
people’s faces, on the thin pretext that the 
General Government has taken charge of the 
river; that the city has n » jurisdiction over nui- 
sances made thereon, and that until Congress 
passes a law against the tug smoke nuisance 
no one can interfere with them ! 

This proposition is so absurd on its face 
that it is surprising that any person 
would venture to go into court with it. The 
General Government has assumed jurisdiction 
over the river, for certain specified pur- 
poses—smoke nuisance making not being one 
of tnem. Congress will not allow the river to be 
narrowed or filled up or otherwise obstructed. 
But it hes not undertaken to police the river 
or to keep those who navigate it from misbe- 
having themselves. The city retains all the 
police powers it had before, and can put an 
end to the smoke nuisance on that stream just 
„as on land within the city limits. 

This mdiculous injunction bill is filed to 
gain time. After having hoodwinked and be- 
fooled the city authorities for years, the tug- 
men throw off their disguise, and declare that 
they will continve making an intolerable 
nuisance until they are forced to quit, and 
that they will resort to the law’s delays and 
every other agency so as to keep on pouring 
out their filthy smoke in people’s faces and 
into the lower stories of buildings. 

This iast performance of the tugmen will 
open the eyes of those soft hearted people in 
the City Hall who have thought that the best 
way to deal with them was by moral suasion 
and by appealing to their finer feelings and 
their sense of right. Such nonsensical ideas 
ought to be pretty well sinmoked out by this 
time. What must be done is to have this bill 
for.an injunction called up at once, argued, 
and disposed of at once—knocked out of court. 
Then prosecute every tugman forevery smoke 
nuisance he commits and have him fined and 
collect the fine till he quits making a smoke 
nuisance. When he appeals the suit have the 
case set for hearing in the Circuit Court at the 
earlist moment. If the defendant appeals to 
the Supreme Court, which has sustained the 
smoke ordinance, follow him there. When 
these tugmen know that the fines imposed 
on them will be collected and the cases will 
be pushed, they will put a stop to their smoke 
nuisance by burning anthracite, if no other 
way is found to escape punishment. | 
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OPERATIONS OF THE HUMANE SOCIETY. 

The twenty-third annual report of that ex- 
cellent organization, the Illinois Humane 
Society, has just been published and makes 
a gratifying statement of the results accom- 
plished in the prevention of cruelty to man 
and brute, by additional legislation, by the 
establishment of branch societies, and by 
vigorous prosecution of offenders. The latter 
process has been applied with good results to 
the owners of coal teams, carettes, and street 
cars, who have been the principal offenders, 
especially the cruel forcing of horses thus 
overloaded up bridge approaches, viaducts, 
and heavy inclines, A vigorous protest is also 
made against the use of the “ electric stimu- 
lator,” a cruel device of torture by which an 
electric shock is conveyed at the pleasure of 
the driver through the reins, either to a point 
in the harness under the saddle or to the bit 
in the mouth of the horse, the intention be ng 
to give the animal a stylish appearance. he 
President of the society declares his purpose 
to prosecute every one detected in its use. 

The report dwells with special detail upon 
the importafice of interesting children in the 
work of the society. Considerable progress 
has been made in this direction. Bands of 
Mercy have been organized in the public 
schools, and their number is rapidly increas- 
ing. Asa further- stimulus astar has been 
adopted for the members of these bands, and 
meetings are held to arouse the enthusiasm 
of the young workers, This is beginning in 
the right direction. It is of very little use to 
|} expect to cure an adult brute. He may be 
temporarily prevented from torturing women, 
children, or animals when caught in the act, 
by arrest and punishment, but he will usually 
take his revenge for it when unseen. Grown- 
up brutes may be restrained to a certain point 
by vigilant scrutiny of them, but any perina- 
nent cure of them is hopeless. The silly, 
fashionable woman who consents to the brutal 
treatment of her horse for the sake of 80. 
called style is a hopeless case. Tho law 
may reach her for a given offense, but she 
never can be cured of the cruel effects of her 
vanity. Equally the male brute who loses his 
temper and lashes his horses for faults which 
usually are due to his own ignorance or care- 
lessness (for horses as a rule are more 
intelligent than their drivers) may 
be punished for torturing and over 
loading or underfeeding them when detected, 
but such a driver is too much of a brute him- 
self to be convinced that kindness pays better 
than cruelty. The future usefulness of the 
society's work, therefore, depends upon edu- 
cating the children to be merciful, Such 
children will grow up with kindly dispositions. 
It is comparatively easy to convince them of 
their duty to be kind to creatures, and 
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bravely indorsed free trade when Mr. Cleve-

ENGLISH AND AMERICAN METHODS OF

In 
Britain, after the practically reigning King is 
deposed, the power is turned over, not to the 
Pafliament as a whole, but to the House of 
Commons, that power being vested in the 
party which has the majority in that body. 

This majority, under the lead of its boss, the 
real King for the time bemg. selects the 
grand committees called the Cabinet, which 
is to administer the executive affairs of, the 
Kingdom and Empire. This system of ad- 
ministration keeps aclose touch between the 
executive and iegislative departments of the 
government. The power of the King of tho 

Commons, whether Salisbury or, as in this in- 
stance, Gladstone, has no term limit, except 
that it varies between any time and a maximum 
of seven years, the full life of a Parliament. 
He may be deposed from power in six months 
or he may serve the seven years, and then be 
dropped or returned to power for another 
term, with the same contingencies possible. 

In this country, the policy of fixed terms of 
both President and legislators prevails. Our 
President—*“ King —serves four years; our 
„House of Lords — the Senate—six years, and 
our Commons—House of Representatives—two 
years, with naturally less touch between the 
executive and legislative departments. Here 
the executive may go one way and the legisla- 
tive another politically. In Britain this 
divergence’ is impossible, and the ad- 
vantages of its system are such that 
it has been practically adopted by ail 
of ita colonial dependencies and es- 
sentially adopted, so far as its main features 
are concerned, by France and most of other 
European States, and recently by Japan in 
Asia. 

As our system of fixed tenures suits Ameri- 
cans best and is best adapted to our political 
conditions, it has been retained and yet it has 
some serious defects that ought to be remedied. 
One of the most serious of these, and one the 
evil eſtects of which are continually increasing, 
is that the members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, freshly elected by the people early 
in November, do not take their seats and pro- 
ceed to legislation until the December of the 
year following—thirteen months—and then for 
several months subsequent to their election 
the old members who have been displaced and 
from whom the new ones may differ in mat- 
ters of policy go on legislating for the coun- 
try which had rejected them and which 
would repudiate all they do if it had the op- 
portunity. 

There should be a change made whereby 
the newly-elected Congress could sit at the 
session followmg its election, and to effect 
this it would be only necessary to shear off 
the short term of the old members of one Con- 
gress, and it would be an enormous advan- 
tage to the country to do this, and by paying 
them for the three months perhaps they woula 
agree to resign this fragment of their terms. 

The second reform needed is to postpone 
the inauguration of the Presidents to the an- 
niversary of the day on which Washington 
was inaugurated—viz,: April 30—the last 
holder’s term would only need to be extended 
ashort two months. At that time of the 
spring the weather at the capital is balmy 
and delightful, whereas on the 4th of March 
it is usually raw, cheerless, stormy, and abom- 
mable, and sometimes inflicts dangerous colds 
on many people, including members of Con- 
gress and the President himself. It cost the 
first Harrison his life. Another and very im- 
portant reason for.changing the inauguration 
from March 4 to April is that it gives the 
second session or short term of Congress near- 
ly two months more time to perform their 
legislative duties deliberately and properly. 
At present all is hurry and bustle and much 
ill-considered, bad work is done, including the 
passage of extravagant and profligate bills. 

A third change is also badly needed, and 
that ‘ig an extension of the Presidential term 
to six years or the ineligibility for reélection. 
80 change would confer independence on 

the Executive, enabling him to perform his 
en fes and make his appointments without

THE DISCOVERIES OF OOLUMBUS AND 
AMERICUS. 

The suggestion has been made by Mr. John 
Boyd Thacher, Commissioner from New 
York to the World’s Fair, that a tribute be 
paid to the memory of Amerigo Vespucci by 
opening the Fair May 5, 1893, that being the 
anniversary of America’s christening day. Mr. 
Thacher’s' suggestion is based upon the fact 
that May 5, 1507, there was published at the 
College of Saint Dis, in Lorraine, the Cos- 
mographic Introductio, by Waldseemuller, in 
which the name of America for the fourth 
part of the world (Europe, Asia, and Africa 
being the other three parts) was first advocat- 
ed, in honor of Amerigo Vespucci, As Mr. 
Thacher’s suggestion already has aroused 
considerable jealous opposition among the 
Italians of New York, who claim all the glory 
for Columbus, a statinent of what was really 
discovered by the two great explorers will be 
of mterest at the present time. 

No writer of tne present day has shed a 
clearer light upon this question than John 
Fiske, and it may be incidentally added no 
student has done morethan he to relieve 
Amerigo Vespucci from the reproach which 
has been fastened upon his reputation as an 
explorer by critics, who, as Mr. Fiske clearly 
shows, have been misled by the sources of 
their authority and have judged him from er- 
roneous standpoints. ‘In making a statement 
of what the two expiorers really discovered 
Tus Tumors follows on the lines of Prof. 
Fiske's investigation as the clearest, most 
painstaking, and most authoritative that has 
yet been made. 

Christopher Columbus made four voyages. 
On the first he sailed from Palos Friday, Aug. 
3, 1492, and Friday, Oct. 12 (new style, Oct. 
21), discovered land in the West Indies. It 
was one of the islands of the Bahamas, called 
by the natives Guanahani, and named by him 
San Salvador, which name after the seven- 
teeth century was applied to Cat Island, 
though which one of the islands is the true 
San Salvador is still a matter of dispute. 

After spending ten days among the Baha- 
mas Columbus (Oct. 25) steered south and 
reached the great Island of Cuba. He 
cruised around the east coast of the big 
island, and Dec. 6 landed at Hayti, another 
immense island. A succession of disasters 
ended his voyage and he thereupon returned 
to Spain, arriving there March 15, 1493. 

Columbus sailed on his second voyage Sept. 
25, 1493, and Nov. 3 landed at Dominica in the 
Caribbean Sea. During a two-weeks’ cruise 
he discovered the Islands of Marigalante, 
Guadaloupe, and Antiqua, and lastly the large 
Island of Puerto Rizo. April 24 he set out on 
another cruise ofdiscovery. He followed the 
south coast of Cuba and came to Jamaica, the 
third largest of the West Indies, thence re- 
turning to Cuba, and from there to Spain, 
where he arrived June 11, 1494. On his third 
voyage he sailed May 30, 1498. Foilowing 
amore southerly course he arrived at Trini- 
dad, and in coasting along saw the delta of 
the Orinoco River of South America and went 
into the Gulfof Para. Thence he followed 
the north coast of Venezuela and finally ar- 
rived at San Domingo. 

The story of his arrest there is well known. 
He was taken in chains to Cadiz, Spain, ar- 
riving there in December, 1500. 

On his fourth and last voyage he sailed May 
II, 1502. On June 15 he was at Martinique. 
He touched at San Domingo, thence sailed 
across to Cape Honduras, doubled that cape 
and skirted the coast of Nicaragua, where he 
heard of the Pacific Ocean, though the name 
had not its present meanmg for him. It was 
during his attempt to find the Isthmus of 
Darien, which he thought was a strait of wa- 
ter, that he was shipwrecked on the coast of 
Jamaica. He remained there a year and then 
went back to Spain, reaching home Nov. 7. 
1504. It was the last voyage of the great 
navigator and it will be observed that he never 
saw or stepped foot on the main land of North 
America, though he saw South America in 
1498 as stated. In 1506 he diea in Spain. 

Amerigo Vespucci, like Columbus, made 
four voyages, some of the details of which are 
known. His letter written to his friend Piero 
Soderini, Sept. 4, 1504, gives us information 
concerning his famous first voyage. Hitherto 
the only copy of this letter known wasa Latin 
translation of it published at the College of 
Saint-Did, April 25, 1507, but the primitive 
text from which the translation was made has 
been found, and by that text Americus’ reputa- 
tion has been saved from the discredit 
critics and biographers have cast upon it, and 
his true laurels have been restored to him. 

The mistake of changing one word, the Indian 
name Lariab in the original to Parias 
in the Latin version, is accountable for it all. 
The scene of his explorations is now trans- 
ferred from Parias in South America to 
Lariab in North America, and his entire letter 
is freed from mystery or inconsistency with 
the claims which have been made for him. 

Itis now established beyond controversy 
that Americus sailed on the first voyage, not 
as commander, but as astronomer of the ex- 
pedition, May 10, 1497, and first ran to the 
Grand Canaries. Leaving there May 25, the 
first landfall was on the northern coast of 
Honduras of North America. Thence he 
sailed around Yucatan and up the Mexican 
coast to Tampico (“ Lariab ” nor “ Parias’’). 
After making some inland explorations he 
followed the coast line 870 leagues (2,610 
miles), which would take him along our south- 
ern gulf coast, around Florida and north 
along the Atlantic coast until “they found 
themselves in a fine harbor.” Was this 
Charleston harbor or Hampton Roads? In 
any event when he started back to Spain he 
sailed from the Atlantic coast somewhere be- 
tween Capes Charles and Canaveral. The out- 
come of this voyage was the first discovery of 
Honduras, parts of the Mexican and Florida 
coasts, the insularity of Cuba, which Colum- 
bus thought was part of the mainland of 
Asia, and 4,000 miles of the coast line 
of North America. The remaining three 
voyages have no bearing upon North Ameri- 
can discovery. On the second he explored 
the northern coast of Brazil to the Gulf of 
Maracaibo; on the third he went again to the 
Brazilian coast and found the island of South 
Georgia, and on the fourth returned to Brazil, 
but without makmg any discoveries of im- 
portance, 

Mr. Fiske’s luminous narrative lends signifi- 
eance to Mr. Thacher’s suggestion, for 
Vespucci discovered a large portion of the 
mainland of the North American continent 
which Columbus had never seen. To this ex- 
tent his first voyage gave a new meaning jo 
Columbus’ work, without diminishmg, how- 
ever, the glory of the latter’s great achieve- 
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been other migrants, and before the migrants 
the aborigines, who the victims of all the 
explorers from the Vikings to the Puritans. | 
But their achievements had no meaning and 


sense was any real contact established be- 
tween the Eastern and Western halves of our 
planet until the great voyage of Columbus in 
1492.” It was that voyage which inspired the 
great voyage of ricus in 1497. He fol- 
lowed the path marked out by Columbus, and 
he invested the latter's discovery witha new sig- 
nificance. Upon the basis of merit and histor- 
ical fact, therefore, Mr. Thacher’s suggestion 
deserves consideration, and why should Ital. 
ians be jealous when Christopher Columbus, 
Amerigo Vespucci; and John Cabot were all 
of Italian birth? |

CONDEMNATION VALUE OF LAND. 


Property Bought at an Extraordinary Price 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. 


The generally accepted proposition that 
real estate is worth more than its actual 
market price to a railroad company seems to 
obtain in Philadelphia. Some time ago a 
number of Chicago experts. were asked to give 
their opinion as to the comparative value of 
land to the ordinary purchaser, and to a rail- 
road company for actual use and occupancy. 
The testimony was to the effect that the rail-

STREET RAILWAY STOCKS CON- 
TINUE TO CLIMB HIGHER. 


North Side Advances 32 1-2 Points in the 
Week and West Side Goes Up 141-2 
Points—A Quiet Day on the Board of 
Trade—Miild Gains in Wheat and Corn, 
Due in Part to Talk of a Possible Cold 
Wave—Packers Afford Provisions Some 
Support. 


The street railway stocks appear to be bound 
for any indefinite price that the imagination can 
set down and they seem likely to get there with- 
out a single skip in the steady advance. Yester- 
day’s record was a gain of 7 points in North Side 
stock and an advance of 3% points in West Side. 
This makes a total for the week of 32% points for 
North Side and 14% for West Side. Rumors are 
beginning to fly thick regarding the plans of the 
insiders in reference to some consolidation or 
other method of issuing new securities. There 
was a story yesterday to the effect that the North 
Side and West Side street railroad com- 
panies and the Metropolitan Elevated 
being 250 for West Side and 300 for North Side 
stock. Everybody who might be supposed to 
know anything about it either pleaded ignorance 
or declined absolutely to talk. It must of course 
be evident to every one that there is some scheme 
by which the people who have accummulated the 
stock of these two companies hope to unload it 
again. Just what that scheme may be is so fara 
mystery, but it is certainly one that the men who 
have devised it have great faith in, for they ap- 
pear to be still buying stock at the present ex- 
alted figures. Brokers have been tailing on to 
the movement considerably the last few days and 
the operation has proved decidedly profitable, It 
is a dangerous game, however, and the more con- 
servative are leaving it alone. One can easily im- 
agine a change in conditions which would make 
the man who pays the present prices appear to be 
a lunatic. 

Street's Stable Car stock has come to be the 
most popular speculative security on the ex- 
change. It offers a market now which is broad 
and in which orders can be executed with satis- 
faction to both brokers and customers. It offers 
a market in which a speculator can trade and 
limit his loss, for there are not ten point fluctua- 
tions which offer no opportunity for one to get in 
or get out. The market yesterday declined atthe 
opening and the decline seemed to be sought for 
hy the people who have been the chief factors in 
the recent advance. Some stop orders were 
reached, and a number of small traders were 
shaken out. After that the market started up 
again and closed higher than it opened. 

There was little else in ig market. A good 
deal of speculation is being indulged in by the 
brokers as to what other securities will come into 
popular speculative favor. It is evident that the 
street-car stocks are now out of the question for 
speculative trading. No broker would dare take 
m aneous orders in them on the ordinary 
margin, and the double commission which stocks 
have to pay after they pass the 200 point is a tax 
that the average sbeculator will not relish, The 
general opinion is that the brewery stocks will be 
taken up sooner or later, for they offer many de- 
sirable features from a speculator’s point of view. 
The stock of the International Packmg and Pro- 
vision coupany will probably soon be on the list, 
The future of elevated railroads appears to be 
too obscure yet to w their — ies meeting 
with popular favor. There has been little trad- 
ing recently in the alley elevated stock,

The resources of Dahomey are by no 
means to be despised. It has a standing 
army of some 3,000 Amazons and a 
force of 4,000 or 5,000 male warriors. 
This is the flower of the army, 
being well equipped and armed. Its drill nas 
also been carefully attended to.

for days. Among the hardships of the dri 
is the feature of scaling walls. For the pur- 
pose of gaining proficiency in this exercise 
these half-naked women are made to clamber 
up to the top of a tall hut thickly covered 
with thorns from prickly pears and cacti. 
In addition’ to this the ground is strewn 
with broken glass, and the ambitious recruits 
are always terribly lacerated and covered with 
blood, but after such a drill a complaint is an 
unheard-of offense. Under these circum- 
stances it is but natural that asevery womanly 
sentiment is suppressed the Amazons become 
unsexed and unnaturally ferocious. 

In battle the Amazohs fire rapidly for a few 
minutes, and then throw down tneir firearms, 
and uttering territiz yells and screams charge 
theenemy with their knives. With these they 
doterrible execution, and even when shot 
down and trampled under foot will fight to the 
last gasp, stabbing blindly at their assailants 


above, biting and tearing the legs of those 


standing over them. The French gained a

vivid idea of their ferocity in battle during 
the war in 1889. When underdeadly fire from 
the fortifications the Amazons made charge 
after charge on the works. When at last put 
to flight the dying furies seized several of the 
Frenchmen by their legs and tried to stab 
them with their swords. Before going into 
battle the Amazons are given liberal quantities 
of rum, which gives them the  fren- 
zied flerceness and. daring reckless- 
ness which always mark their at- 
tacks; The uniform of the Amazons isa 
short sleeveless tunic of blue and white goods 
Their. skirts do not reach 
their knees, and these, with the short half- 
Turkieh trousers and an aimost jaunty white 
cap or bonnet ornamented with hora-tips, 
make their appearance decidedly picturesque. 
Their officers are distinguished by a lot of 
silver amulets and bangles, generally cover- 
ing the entire forearm. Their weapons are 
Winchester repeating rifles, old-fashioned 
blurderbusses, bows and arrows. They ail 
wear cartridge beits and curiously-wrought 
pouches, and carry long knives, with which 
they mutilate the wounded in a horrible man- 


ner. 
_ What is doubly exasperating to the French 
in this matter is that last May the King of 
Dahomey revived the horrible customs of hu- 
man sacrifice. „eustoms of Daho- 
mey are three in number. Water sprink- 
ling takes place the first day and means, in 
the Dahomeyan sense of the word, biood sprink- 
ling.

The victims to be sacrificed aro confined in a 
square shed called the blaod-house, erected in 
the middle of the square, Each prisoner is 
bound hand and foot and further prevented 
from escape by being tied securely to the 
beams forming the shed. They are attired in 
red caps with festoons of ribbons, and wear

A Frenchman 
says that the zeal of the missionaries in Da- 
homey proper is wasted, for the fetich priests, 
who possess enormous influence over peo- 
ple, exercise all their power to prevent any of 
their followers joining the mission. Morality 
is a word which conveys no meaning whatever 
to the ordinary negro mind, and as missionary 
work is viewed with displeasure by the 
King fetichisin is everywhere rampant. Be- 
fore almost every native hut may be seen a 
wooden or clay idol, to which offerings of food 
and drink were daily made, and private human 
sacrifices are becoming alarmingly frequent. 
A very common sacrifice to Ju-ju is that of a 


.young girl, who is at low water fastened to a 


stake firmly imbedded in the river mud, and 
then left to perish in the rising tide or to be 
devoured by sharks or crocodiles. 

Snake worship takes precedence of all 
other forms of Dahomeyan religion, and its 
priests and followers are the most numerous. 
The python is regarded as an emblem of bliss 
and prosperity, and the killing of one of these 
sacred reptiles is sometimes punished by 
death, If this penalty is not inflicted the 
offender is heavily fined and made to run 
through a crowd of snake worshipers armed 
with clubs and firebrands. Any child who 
happens to touch or to be touched by one of 
the holy snakes must be kept one year at the 
fetich temple under the charge of the priests 
and learn the various rites of snake worship 
with its accompanying dancing and singing. 
The snake temple isa circular hut, with a 
conical roof made of palm-branches, contain- 
ing from 200 to 300 snakes, They are all 
pythons, of all sizes and ages. The joists 
and poles supporting the roof are completely 
covered with them, and looking upwards one 
see8 nothing but a vast writhing, undulating 
mass of serpents, The ground is covered b 
others lying in torpor from their last meal, 
All are perfectly tame and permit the offi- 
ciating priests to pull them about with very 
little ceremony.

English Financier Tells the American 
Public What He Thinks of It—Far

a few weeks’ tour through the United States, 
seizes pen and paper and tells us what he 
thinks of us. The latest of these gentlemen is 
Panmure Gordon, who I dare say will be re- 
membered by the financiers of Chicago. 

Mr. Gordon is a “ bustier,” and he hus- 
tles to such purpose that it is hard to believe 
that he not only is not an American, but that 
he has not had American training. He is 
a Scotchman by birth and a promoter 
by profession. It is told of him that he placed 
a $10,000,000 national loan one day be- 
tween breakfast and luncheon. When he was 
in Chicago he saw an opportunity to place a

loan of $5,000,000, and, though a much smaller 
sum, it took him a little longer to do it, but 
he succeeded im his object. It is furthermore 
said that he made some suggestions about 
buying up the whole of your city, but as he 
did not do this I fancy you held yourselves at 
too high a figure for even Mr. Panmure Gor- 


don. 
Mr. Gordon calls his book The Land of 


the Almighty Dollar,“ and it was from the 
dollar side that he saw America. His book 
has no literary merit, but that is not 
one of its claims. It is, however, 
bright and entertaining and gives the hurried 
impressions of a thorough-going business- 
man. How he sawso much in so short a time 
and how he got such fairly accurate informa- 
tion also is something to astonish an Ameri- 
can. 

When he arrived in New Tork Mr. Gordon 
put up at a hotel on Madison Square, which 
he chose for its situation, but of which be com- 
plains that the service was perfectly execra- 
ble. I admit that our hotel service is not up 
to European standard, but there are plenty of 
hotels in New York where it is not “ perfectly 
execrable,’’ though far from being perfect. 
Mr. Gordon.advises his countrymen to bring 
their own servants with them when 
they visit the United States.

The scene of the contest isthe New- 
port Casino, and around the hard turf courts, 
carefully marked out, are arranged the rows 
of seats for the thousands of spectators that 
daily watch the play. The balconies of the 
various club-nouses are always crowded 
whenever a view of some good match can be 
obtained. a 


The twelfth annual tournament of the United 
States National Lawn Tennis Association will 
begin Tuesday morning, Aug. 23, and as many 
people do not understand the method of pro- 
cedure it will be well to make it plain at the 
start.

SERGT. CANNISTER’S MIDNIGHT 


SUN AND ITS PECULIARITIES. 


A Grizzled Veteran Who Had Been with 
Grant in Virginia Conquered by the 
Colonel’s Sun-Dial at Fort Bleak-The 
Martinet of the Post Knocked from His 
Pedestal by a Dakota Shadow—On Guard 
at Midnight, the Sergeant Found Him- 
self Pursued by Father Time,

from th" shkabbard and howld it out at arum’s . 


Such was the unique and original figure of 
speech employed by old Sergt. Cannister in 
instructing recruits how to execute the move- 
ment labeled “draw saber” in the cavalry 
tactics. 

Sergt. Patrick Cannister prided himself on 
his ability to fire military knowledge straight 


into the composition of recruits. His three | 
and twenty years’ servige under our national 


emblem was his stronghold for parading as a 
professor in the art of war and military sei- 
ence. He was meek, mild, and good hearted, 
despite his fierce and serious air, and he car- 
ried ideas in his little round head for which 


| his commanding officer was not responsible, 


with whom Patrick was quite a favorite never- 
theless, 

His range in literature was wide, though 
bounded. His classical knowledge was 
hemmed in on the north by the Revoised 
Statoots,” the ‘““Arumy Begoolashuns ”’ barri- 
caded the east, while the South was supported 
by ** Moontgoomary Warud’s Book, and the 
Boshton Pilot guarded the western portals.

Keats’ Expression and the Addition of An- 
other One. 


Toronto Globe: When Keatssaid: “ Beauty | 


is truth ; truth beauty ; that is all ye knew and 
all ye need to know,” he might have added, 
if he had been writing prose, that goodness is 
another synonym for both truth and beau- 
ty. By the love of beauty I do not mean 
the artistic instinct, of which it is only 
a branch. Art is not necessarily true 
or good. Perfectly genuine art may be neither 
beautiful, nor true, nor good. Art is a non- 
moral thing and may be good or bad, accord- 
ing to the nature of him who uses it. The 
man of fine and noble instincts is all the finer 
and nobler for being an artist, but the man 
whose instincts are originally weak and base 
becomes all the weaker and baser in the 
atmosphere of art. It is not thus at 
all with the sense of beauty.

may disturb, but beauty can i rest. 
Beauty ex the soul and raises it to quiet 
heights. Everpthing that is mean or cruel or 
impure shrinks from the sense of beauty as a 
disease shrinks from the mountain air. 

The mo- 
ment the soul is shaken by any unworthy pas- 
sion, any distress or bitter remorse, sense 
of beauty is undone, Only with those 
who live nobly can the spirit of beauty 
dwell secure. 80 absolutely true is it 
that beaty is truth that this is the ect 
justification of many things in art are 
condemned by the rigid realist, That art, 
which is the accurate description of nature, 
since it is true, is beautiful, but there is also 
the art of creation which .is not contrary to 
nature, but parallel with it. The painter 
may int us a flower different from 
any — that exists upon earth, and 
yet he may paint it under so clear 
an impulse of creation that it 
actually as beautiful and true a thing and as 
fully entitled to existence as anything we have 
seen with our eyes. He has made no unteal 
thing. He has simply been active under the 
influence of the same eternal spirit that 
molied and constructed the universe. A 
great poem may be built up of images utterly 
unreal, and yet its beauty and imaginative 
fitness may be so convincing that we feel that 
nature herself might have fashioned it in some 
such manner had she not followed another 
vein, The poem, therefore, is artistically true. 
The novelist may paint us a character such as 
we never actually meet with, nor believe to be 
anywhere existent in life, and yet it may be a0 
lifelike, so in touch with the warm human im- 
pulses within us, that it becomes real to our 
imaginations, as genuine a human be as 
any whom we cannot hear or see in the flesh. 
Such a character, no matter what the extreme 
realists may say, is true, There is scientific 
truth, and the latter 1s of almost as much

Although it is but seventy miles from Gi- 
braltar to Tangier it is like being swallowed 
up by an earthquake. Every sign of modern 
civilization vanisbes when the little steamer 
that brmgs you sinks behind the horizon. As 
Tangier stood 1,000 years ago, so it stands 
today. Thegreat reformation swept over Eu- 

‘rope. but it made no impression on thecity. The 
printing press was invented, but Morocco never 
had one; the steam engine revolutionized me- 
chanics, but the people of Tangier are igno- 
rant of it; postal facilities they have none, no 
water supply, no system of drainage—in fact, 
nothing that makes life possible for human 
beings who insist upon livmg in great num- 
bers in one piace. 

As there is no government, as we understand 
the word, there is no census, and the estimate 
of 5.000, 000 is about as near the correct num- 
ber of population of the country as can be 
made. The main elements are the Berbers, or 
mountain tribes; Arabs, or dwellers in the 
rural districts; Moors, the inhabitants of the 
cities; Jews, and a sprinkling of negroes, 
many of whom are in slavery. There are 
about 75,060 Jews, who control the commerce 
of the country. Despised, mobbed, and mal- 
treated as they are, the Sultan knows their 
value as promoters of trade, and so anxious is 
he to keep then within his territory that no 
Jewish woman is permitted to emigrate, 
Their position in the community of Tangier 
is so powerful that the Christian resident has 
three days of rest every week instead of one. 
Friday is the Mohammedan Sabbath, Satur- 
day is recognized by the Jews, and Sunday 
belongs to the Christians. 

A strvull through the narrow streets is like a 
dream. They are very uneven and very dirty; 
ou either side stand low two-story houses, 
built of white stucco, and almost every one a 
shop of some kind. And what shops! They 
are not over ten feet wide and ten feet high. 
An immense shutter is hinged three feet from 
the ground; during trading hours it serves as

THAT BALEFUL LONDON FOG. 


Misery Which Accompanies and Follows 
Its Appearance. 

Contemporary Review: Itis not necessary 

to describe the misery of a London fog to any 


metropolis during a few days of its prevalence. 
The painful irritation to the eyes, the choking 
sensation in the chest together with the gen- 
eral depression of spirits and many other ail- 
ments, are the lesser sufferings that few who 
are exposed to it escape. But it is not yet 
realized what an amount of serious illness or 
how many deaths one week of London fog 
causes. It may be accepted that every ten 
days of this ‘terrible visitation kills 2,500 
people, and if we calculate nine serious cases 
of illness to each death we have 25,000 people 
laid upon beds of sickness.

At O’Brien’s there 8 on view a few paint- 
ings of more than ordinary merit. One of them 
is by Diaz, in which the marvelous richness of 
color and harmony of tone familiar in the work 
of this artist are more than usually pronounced. 
The subject is fanciful and does not add much to 
the interest of the picture, but furnishes a 
pretext to the artist for introducing a 
mass of brilliant colors into a beautiful land- 
scape. A party of nine Oriental women seated 
under the trees near the bank of a stream are at- 
tired in gorgeous costumes of purple scariate, 
pale blue, yellow, ana crimson, and grouped in a 


savant composition of contrasts and harmony of 


tones against the background of dark foliage and 
the sky. 

None of the sensuous pleasure derived from tho 
sight of the beautiful color in this work is felt in 
the contemplation of a picture by GérOme hang- 
ing inthe game gallery. It is usually through the 
intellect rather than the senses that the work of 
GérOme appeals to one, either by means of the 
ideas conveyed by his subjects or by the science 
art. 

In this work the subject is not of great impor- 
tance, but the history of how it came to be 
painted is not without interest. 

It was during the terrible days ot the Commune 
in Paris and the artist had sought refuge at the 
house of an English friend in the English capital. 
One day he was attracted to the window of his 
friend’s house by the clamor of the pipes of some 
street musicians, whom he found to be pifferari 
from their dress, evidently recent arrivals in the 
country. Struck with the picturesqueness of the 
cost um es ofthe group, GérOme descended. into 
the street, and without great difficulty succeeded

A writer in a New York journal, speaking 
of the ornamental st atuary on the new public li- 
brary in that city. says: The sculpture over the 
entrance, now visible for the first time, is but 
part of a scheme devised by Mr. Saint Gaudens, 
which, in the eyes of some of the best authorities, 
met the needs of the case in a highly original and 
very beautiful manner. It will be observed that 
ateach of the two corners of the large plat- 


form before the entrance there are two large 


granite blocks. These were intended to form 
the bases of two groups, each com- 
posed of three seated female figures, symbolical 
in character and standing prominently forward, 
detached from the building. It was a bold and 
successful treatment of the problem. With the 
sculpture above the entrance and the two groups 
on either side it afforded the triangular effect in 
composition demanded by artistic canons, and 
carried back the broad and simple fagade in 
serene repose. Nothing like this had ever been 
attempted before, and its originality made 
it all the more desirable that it should be 
carried out, The cutting down of the ap- 
propriation has, however, made this impos- 
sible for the present. The example of the beauti- 
ful World’s Fair buildings at Chicago will prove 
a powerful lesson as to the important relation 
which both sculptural adornment and mural 
painting bear te architecture, and the necessity 
for finishing the library according to its design 
will be made evident to the multitude. With 
these two groups of statuary supplied and the 
improvement of Copley square carried out, its 
proposed great monumental fountain in the cen- 
ter, the view toward the library will be one of the 
most beautiful sights to be seen in any American 
city. * . 

The work of the pupils of the summer school 
of drawing held by Misses Matilda Vanderpoel 
and Sandes in the rooms of the Chicago Society 
of Artists is at present on public exhibition there. 
Considering the fact that many of the pupils have 
received their first instruction in art during the 
last four weeks, and others have been able to pur- 
sue their studies at distant intervals during 
school vacations, the showing is a creditable one.
